Back ‘‘in 
the old days,’’ you had to go to a FCC Office to fake a license ex- 
amination. Occasionally, the FCC performed periodic testing in 
some locations. Eventually, they were persuaded to come tq some 
large hamfests to give the tests. Rut then the FCC’s budget was 
cut.

(VE)! The ARRL has over 16,000 VE’s, but we need you! And you 
‘donot need tobeanARRL member. Anditisfree! _ 

What are the requirements? Well, you must have an advanced 
or extra license; never had your station/operator license re- 
‘voked/suspended; not own a major part of a amateur radio equip- 
ment or license manual publishing business; and finally, be 18 
years or older.

Florida Army MARS, Eastern Area Army MARS, indeed all of 
the MARS organizations, suffered a great loss with the passing of 
Bill Phifer, AAT4WV/AAM3PC/AAMSBTC. Looking at the addres- 
ses cn the bulletin announcing death only hints at the extent of 
his work and its influence. Addresses included:

In addition to serving Florida Army MARS and its members, 
Bill served MARS in all the services through his expertise in HF 
packet operations. 

Bill could be considered one of the pioneers of MARS packet. 
He envisioned the packet traffic handling system long before it 
was an acceptable mode of operation. As it was needed, Bill was 
ready, developing techniques and operations guides to ensure the 
effectiveness of packet use, teaching MARS operators how to use 
the packet system and setting up the protocols making it all work. 
The latest Eastern Area MARS Packet Operations Guide was 
written largely by Bill Phifer. 

The bulletin itself continued:

Dear Andy: 


The codeless technician license has really been a good deal up pet in the ‘‘north 
country.”’ We have a lot more activity now, mostly on two-meter FM. 

The local repeater has a lot of activity on it now, where previously, many hours or 
many days could go by without anything being heard on it. There is also a fair bit of ac- 
tivity on the 440 band: a new repeater, the second in the area on 70 cm, is,scheduled to go 
on the air this spring. Our local repeater association even has a 220 MHz repeater on the 
air, and there is some activity on that. 

The codeless techs aren’t any worse or any better on average than the other opera- 
tors in the area, and they’re certainly better than a lot of the yahoos on 75- and 20-meter 
sideband that had to pass code tests to get there. About two-thirds of our codeless techs 
eventually upgrade to a class of license that requires code, so, in my experience so far, 
the argument that the code was necessary to ‘‘keep the riff-raff out’’ was specious. 

There are three groups giving amateur radio exams in St. Lawrence County right 
now, SO we have one exam session per month on average. Among the three groups, we 
tested a little shy of a hundred people last year, and have about 25 new active hams out 
of that bunch. 

March 21st will mark the 25th anniversary of my first amateur radio license (re- 
member WN4F LW on the Novice Hurricane Net? ), so I think I’ll join the QCWA to shake 
up some of the old guys down there in the Goldcoasters and the Broward Amateur Radio 
Club (hi). 

Thanks for running the ‘“‘Egypt and Amateur Radio” story. There are a lot of people 
who could benefit by reading it. 

Thanks for putting out Florida Skip. I don’t know a lot of the people in it any more, 
but I still want to read about what’s going on anyway! 

I hope all are well in your family. Please give my regards to Betty, and maybe I’ll 
get a chance to see you next time I’m in South Florida.

F.C.C. HIGHLIGHTS 

The FCC has indicated that it probably will no longer go after a 
ham for talking dirty on the air. That is, if he operates in a place 
where other hams find his language acceptable. 

As quoted in an October 2nd article appearing in the ‘‘Los An- 
geles Times,’”’ Dan Emrick, chief of investigations for the FCC, 
said that community standards make obscenity very hard to 
prove. Emrick was responding to a question from ‘‘Times”’ staff 
writer Bob Pool for an article titled ‘“Radio Renegades.” This 
was a discussion of the 147.435 MHz repeater in Los Angeles — a 
repeater plagued for years with this problem. 

According to Emrick, the FCC has shied away from this type 
of enforcement, even in the amateur service, because of ‘‘com- 
munity standards.’’ He says that while it may be perfectly all 
right in New York City to make off-color references to another’s 
ancestors, the same words uttered in the Bible Belt would get you 
“run out of town on a rail.’’ 

Emrick went on to indicate that enforcement of obscenity is- 
sues has become selective, based on where you live. The FCC offi- 
cial is quoted in the ‘‘Times”’ as saying: ‘‘What goes in Southern 
California might not be acceptable in North Carolina.”’ 

The FCC has said many times that it would look toward com- 
munity standards for its enforcement of the obscenity rule, but it 
never really explained what it considered a community to be. We 
last spoke with representatives of the FCC about this issue at the 
Dayton Hamvention public forum. There, they vaguely indicated 
that the agency applied a ‘‘regional’’ definition of a ‘‘ccommu- 
nity.”’ But Chief Emrick leaves no doubt that this has changed. It 
now appears that local standards of the hams in the area, or per- 
haps even the hams operating regularly on a given frequency, 
will be used to determine what is legal for all other amateurs to 
say on the air there. 

The article noted that the FCC has a new monetary forefeiture 
system that gives them the right to impose fines of up to $250,000 
for some violations. But don’t hold your breath waiting for them 
to use this tool to get the potty mouths off our hands.

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FLORIDA ARMY M.A.R.S. NEWS 
By Lorraine 8. Matthew, AAM3PR — 

Among the outcomes from the recent public relations car 
paign have been several inquiries about amateur operators being 
able to serve in the Army MARS programs. These inquiries have 
come from all over the country. I have been very impressed by 
the initiative and enthusiasm of these correspondents and callers. 
Army MARS will gain some very fine operators from this group. 

It is the purpose of this column to address the questions and 
needs of the Florida amateur radio community. One of the fre- 
quently asked questions in the inquiries is, ‘“Will Army MARS ac- 
cept operators who hold the no-code technician class license?”’ 

The answer is a resounding ‘‘Yes!”’ 

All of the MARS services have accepted this class of licensee, 
provided the holder of the license has HF capability. We, in Army 
MARS, have found some excellent operators in this group. Serv- 
ice in the Army MARS program can be very advantageous for the 
novice, technician, and no-code technician operators. 

In the amateur spectrum, these people are quite limited in 
their realm of operation. By participating in the Army MARS pro- 
grams, they are able to operate HF voice on many frequencies as 
well as operate in many of the digital modes. The experience 
gained in the otherwise unavailable capabilities serves both 
MARS and the operator well. Many of these operators gain in 
their enthusiasm and go on to upgrade their licenses. 

If a person were to join Army MARS, he or she can participate 
in voice nets, CW nets, RTTY nets, Amtor and packet. These priv- 
ileges occur on both HF and VHF frequencies. 

In Army MARS, the operators are trained ‘‘on-the-job”’ in the 
techniques of communicating and message handling. By partici- 
pating in the training nets and the training portions of many nets 
as well as by listening to the more experienced operators, the 
newcomer can quickly learn. Reading the MARS manual is essen- 
tial of course. 

The newcomer is encouraged to get involved. Army MARS has 
an open-net policy in that an Army MARS operator is free to 
check into any of the nets he or she desires, with the possible ex- 
ception of the Administrative Net in some states.

ifications are not drastic. Information for such modifications is » 


readily available. 

Operators who join Army MARS, of course, take on the re- 
sponsibilities of time on the air (12 hours per quarter), of being 
willing to handle traffic for his/her area and the filing of the 
monthly participation report. 

The filing of the participation report — a very simple message 
— is vitally important. The long form that has been used in the 
past has been abbreviated to four categories: 


NEW OLD 

A = CWHours A 

B = Hours of Service A,B,C,D,F,G,K,L 
C = Messages Handled F,1I,K,L 

D = Phone Patches J 


The report may be sent on voice nets, by packet, by mail, by 
any mode that will get it to AAR4NV, our participation officer, by 
the sixth day of the month following the month being reported. 
With 236 members, Florida members are going to be challenged 
by a tight schedule. Florida Army MARS members, however, are 
highly trained, highly professional operators who will meet the 
requirements with precision and accuracy. 

It is my uupe that I will be hearing from the amateur commu- 
nity and will have the pleasure of introducing many of you to 
Army MARS.

IS THE DIPPER OBSOLETE? HECK NO!

Should We Buy Or Build A Dipper? 

This is the big question in the thoughts of the ham, hobbyist or 
experimenter is deciding to build or buy a dipper usually transis- 
torized and battery operated. Those of us who are accustomed to 
building equipment for her or himself certainly will consider con- 
structing such a dipper. Let us review some of the requirements: 

1. Frequency of operation 2 MHz/250 MHz. - 

2. The use of a field effect Transistor (FET) oscilator.

4. Variable capacitor dual 100 PF/100 Pf. 

5. Meter, amplifier and meter adjustment control (when

6. On and off switch and nine-volt battery.

There should be careful and practical mechanical design in or- 
der that the connecting leads be kept as short as possible between 
the coil socket connections and the variable capacitor lugs to keep 
the inductance as low as possible. 

Variable capacitor design problems arise with wide-tuning cir- 
cuitry in that the inductance of the capacitor becomes evident at 
frequencies at about 50 MHz and up. Suggested methods used to 
help cancel out the inductance are as follows: 

Should the dual capacitor plates be plated brass? It appears by 
installing a small metal tab between the rotor inner plates and 
against the plated brass shaft and then soldered in this position, 
should reduce some of the unwanted inductance of the connection 
between the rotor shaft and allow operating to a higher fre- 
quency. 

Should the dual capacitor have aluminum plates with a brass 
shaft, I suggest mounting a strap-type wiper arm placed in the 
center between the dual sections to ride against the brass shaft, 
this wiper arm must be short as possible to ground.

Type in a name and you get the call-sign and the 
address. You can also get the same type of results if you enter the 
zip code or name of the town. 

We first saw it at the Dothan Hamfest and were very im- 
pressed. It is reasonably priced (as is the up-grading) and our sta- 


tion uses it all the time. 

Just as a sidelight, our former hometown had no hams when we moved out in 1989, so 
just for fun we typed in the town name and were floored’when we had 53 names appear. 
Most were no-code so someone has been very successfully promoting amateur radio in 
that little town of less than 3,000. 

Anyway, after getting the name I called information and got the wrong telephone 
number and thought I had a dead end. A little later in the day I called information again 
and I found that there were two persons with almost the same name. This time the 
phone call proved to be more successful. 

Jimmy, K4KHV was the man to contact. We had a talk and I got the information that 
I wanted. I’m sure if you can reach the Chipley repeater you will be able to get the infor- 
mation you need. 

The tests are sponsored by the Chipola Amateur Radio Club and K040Y, Bill, is the 
current president. 

The tests are given in the Jackson County Courthouse on the next to last Saturday of 
each month. The last test session was February 22, 1992. Two things I found interesting. 

The first is that the tests are given at 1:00 p.m. This means that those who have to 
drive a fair piece don’t ixeed ta get up and o.-! in the wee hours of the morning. There is 
time to have a decent brea: fast, a quick review, time to drive and a few minutes to calm 
down. 

The second interesting thing here is that they give the new multiple choice code test 
in addition to the regular ARRL tests. The mutiple choice test was approved in Novem- 
ber, 1991, and is also provided by ARRL. When you appear for the test, you just indicate 
which one you wish to take. No prior call is required, according to Jimmy, since the test 
team has plenty of tests on hand. 

To get there, if you are going east on I-10, is get off at the first Marianna exit and 
head north until you enter the town. The Courthouse Administration Building is right in 
the middle of the town square, you can’t miss it. The test room is in the northeast corner 
of the building. Look for cars with antennas. 

“Another place to take your test is in Panama City. Actually two groups test in Pan- 

ama City, the W5YI group and the ARRL testing group. 
For a person not familiar with Panama City, turn south off Highway 98 onto Harrison 
and proceed to Sixth Street where you turn right. You will see a prominent tower on a 
church just before you turn. Go west until you come to Mulberry Street and turn right. It 
is a very short distance until you will see, on your right, a large parking lot for the Bay 
County Commissioner’s Meeting Room and other county facilities. Park and just enter 
and proceed down the hall past the communications room and the test room is to your 
right. 
The ARRL testing is done quarterly. Their first testing session was held in January, 
so the next will be on April 11th, followed by July 11th and October 10th. I would suggest 
you call 871-0258, K4LTX or 785-0449, N4DPU for exact information concerning the date 
and place. 
_ Testing will begin at 9:00 a.m. at the Acme Lodge, 230 McKenzie Avenue in Panama 

City. 
The standard QSO-type tests will be administered and they will be scored before you 
leave. 

The ARRL test group announces the test day and time on the 146.94 repeater prior to 
testing. If you are in range of the repeater you will be able to get all the information you 
need. 
The wsyt testing is done so it won’t conflict. Again, it will have four test sessions per 
year. The first was on February 9th. Again, all tests are checked and you get an award- 
like printed sheet confirming passing which contains all the pertinent data. It looks so 
nice it warrants framing. 

This group announces tests on the ‘‘Z Net’’ because it comes on at 0000Z year-round 
on 147.075. It is the Races Net, but it is open.

ADD MEMORIES TO THAT 
A.T.V. DOWNCONVERTER 
By K. Garrison, NATPE 

Most of us in amateur television are very familiar with PC 
electronics downconverter boards. There are several models of 
these boards including the, TVC-2G, TVC-4G, TVC-9, etc. A’l of 
these downconverters have varicap tuners which use‘a 10K pot to 
control the tuning voltage. This is fine if you always want ‘““VFO” 
control of your unit. ° 

As seen in the drawing, you can add a rotary switch and screw- 
driver adjustable pots to give you several preset frequencies at 
the flick of a switch. By leaving your original control on one leg of 
“the switch, you can also retain your original ‘“VFO”’ control. 

With all the commercial stations and voice FM interference it 
is nice to switch to a specific frequency to find that P2 ATV signal. 
This can also allow you to look at a repeater input and output with- 
out tuning it in on the VFO. 


If you use a dual rotary switch you can set your receiver and - ’ 


transmitter up at the same time for switchable transceive mode. 
A separate DPDT switch will allow VFO control or preset control 
on any frequency. 

I hope this will give some of you some ideas on ATV mods. 
Have fun and seé you on 434.000.

ARE WE DRIFTING? 
By Joe Scungio, N4KFU 

There are all kinds of nets in amateur radio, but the oldest 
specialty mode is traffic handling. 

I guess most of us might define a traffic net as a group of 
stations gathered together for the purpose of handling third-party 
communications. In order to accomplish this, every net, no 
matter what type, must be organized or the end result is chaos. 

In this country the ARRL NTS System has over 500 nets of all 
types and most of these nets vary in the way they operate 
procedurally. Therefore, all traffic handlers must be aware of 
this and conform to each nets general operating procedures. 

One might say that, “It’s only a hobby and we are here to have 

fun.’’ This is quite true, but when several stations get together, 
cooperation is required. This means some form of written or 
unwritten rules must be followed or problems begin, the fun 
diminishes and you wonder if it’s a hobby anymore. Therefore, 


most of us traffic handlers do make an effort to learn and practice 


correct procedure for each net we get involved with. 

There has been much discussion regarding how nets should be 
run, but net operation begins with the net mangers, is facilitated 
by the NCS stations and ends. with the proper adherence to net 
procedures by net members. Some traffic handlers tell me that 
when you see a good net you will see a good net manager. 

Our S.M. and some net managers feel that in order to do a good 
job a net manager must be committed and motivated to put a lot 
of time and continued effort into developing a strong net struc- 
ture. It requires a lot of P.R. work to increase net participation 
and obtain enough NCS, liaision and back-up stations for the net. 

Most of us realize the difficulties in trying to obtain people for 
these tasks, but I have always wondered if it might be a little 
easier to recruit these people if we actually assigned them 
frequent substitution dates during slow periods instead of only 


when the net is being overwhelmed with traffic! ! 

When a station has an assignment, they are more likely to also get involved at other 
times because they feel needed. Assigning substitute NCS’ or liaison stations during 
slow periods seems like a good method to facilitate our training needs and alleviate the 
problem of having someone available and trained to step in when needed. 

Ever heard a net where no one knows who the NCS is supposed to be and no one is 
ready or willing to take over? We ask people to help do this or that, they show up and 
quite often are not utilized. After a few of these episodes, they naturally lose interest 
and don’t show any more. Can you blame them? 

I’ve always wondered why most often we see only one station per city check into a 
traffic net. We all know that happens when that station doesn’t show. Many nets have 
the same situation for liaison stations. We probably contribute to breeding the very 
“Tron Man” situations we abhor by getting comfortable with using the same station 
every time instead of asking for other volunteers. 

During the Christmas holiday season Nick, N4SS, net manager for QFN, assigned 
alternates for liaison duty and the NCS usually used them even if traffic was a little low. 
People are more committed when asked to be there and then are put to work. 

A net manager has to be ready to commit himself for the whole year or term of of- 
fice. It means getting involved in all net business like obtaining NCS, liaison and back- 
up stations, training these people, working with other net managers, frequently 
checking into the net (not necessarily every day) and keeping up-to-date net rosters 
available to net members (especially the NCS’s). It may also.necessitate attendance at 
some hamfests or checking into the AIN Net on Saturdays to keep up with the hap- 
penings of ham radio and being knowledgeable about traffic handling problems, etc. 

Participation begets knowledge. 

The net manager is actively involved in all aspects of the net, but not to the point of 
interfering with the NCS’s control. 

Training for NCS and liaison tasks is always a difficult problem for a manager. 
However, this operator was given a net roster, preamble, NCS log sheets, a telephone 
call to discuss the information and suggestions/ guidance on how to do it correctly. My 
next task was to tag along and silently run the phone net a couple of times before that 
manager let me call the net. He was there to help me, but with that advance planning it 
went okay. That’s commitment.

N.T.S. GUIDE PART V 
GENERAL REMARKS 
By Kay Anderson, W8DUV, NTS Packet Manager-SFL 
The first four parts of this series dealt with putting an NTS 
message into the packet network, and taking a message for deliv- 
ery. After a few tries this will become routine for you. The ABC’s 
below are to help you to become a “‘regular NTS”’ person (Don’t 
worry — I’m not going all the way to Z.) 
ACCURACY 
Accuracy is the primary consideration. Speed is accuracy. If 
you have a word processor, type it there, check it out, then trans- 
fer it to the BBS. If you hit a wrong key, don’t panic. Unless it 
changes the meaning, gives a faulty address or spells something 
obscene, let it go. If it must be corrected, kill it and start over. 
Some SYSOPS will come help you if you type ‘‘T,’’ but why not 
just begin again. 
BREVITY 
Use the least number of words to get the meaning across. ARL 
numbered radiograms can help. 
CLARITY 
Avoid vague cliches, slang, abbreviations. Use punctuation 
only if necessary to separate thoughts. 
DELIVERY 
Delivery of a message gives you an opportunity to tell someone 
what amateur radio operators can do and are doing. Make a good 
impression! 
ENJOY 
Enjoy amateur radio. There are many facets. Traffic handling 
is one of them that you may have overlooked, so next time you see 
a message on your home BBS that you can deliver — do it! Or, 
volunteer to help in the next emergency exercise and get some ex- 
perience with that type of traffic. NTS needs you, and you might 
get tolike us. 
WHERE TO GET HELP

Type ‘‘T’’ to talk to the SYSOP. 
Type ‘‘H”’ for the help files. 
Type ‘‘W”’ to find the long term NTSOP files.
